broadcasting for his Red captors in Korea but insisted he did every- 
thing possible to sabotage the propaganda they were trying to put over. 


Fleming, 46, of Racine, Wis., is 


on trial before an 11-man Army 
court on charges of colaborating 
with the enemy to the detriment 
of other war prisoners. An infan- 
try officer, Fleming was captured 
in October, 1950, and held by the 
Communists for three years. 


Firmly, the slightly-built, gray- 


haired defendant denied that he 
collaborated 
willingly 
with

Communists. 


19 Selected 


He testified he and 19 other 


American POWs were selected in 
1951 by their North Korean cap- 
tors to make a series of broad- 
casts from a Pyongyang radio sta- 
tion 


"Initially I was told that I was 


to broadcast a message to my 
wife, informing' her that I was 
alive and a prisoner," he said. 
Others in the group were told the 
same thing by Col. Kim Dong Suk, 
the Red Prison boss Fleming said. 
He added: 


"But it soon became clear that 


Kim had doublecrossed us." 


He said Kim wanted the POWs 


to make "some vicious statements 
about 
President 
Truman." 
He 


added: 


"He wanted me to broadcast a 


demand that United Nations troops 
be taken out of Korea." 


Stalled Speeches 


When Kim's real purpose be- 


came apparent the POWs selected 
to make the broadcasts began a 


own script "30 or 
Kim's insistence. 


"To the best of my recollection 


I did not include the statements 
about President Truman." he said 
"I bypassed the demand for re 
moval of United Nations troops bj 
suggesting instead that all foreign 
troops, including the Chinese, be 
removed." 


Fleming said he firmly believec 


at that time that Syngman Rhee 
the president 
of 
South 
Korea 


could unite Korea if all foreign 
troops moved out. 


Fleming broke down and cned 


as he told about the "terrible 
plight" of 14 young American pris- 
oners held by the Reds in The 
Caves, a horror camp not far from 
his own compound.

Supervisors Okay $158,000 
Bridge Program, Adjourn 


Seven New 
Spans Set 
For 1955 


Federal-State Aid 
Will Trim Cost to 
Local Taxpayers 


The Lee county board of 


supervisors today approved a 
$158,000 bridge building pro- 
gram for 1955, which will 
give the county seven new 
bridges. 
After okaying the 


project, the board adjourned. 


Three of the bridges will 


be constructed in Hamilton 
township, two in Lee Center 
and one each in Harmon and 
Ashton townships. 


The bridges 
will be financed 


through a 
combination federal 


and state aid program with the 
balance financed by Lee County. 
The federal government will pay 
50 per cent of the 
$158,000 pro- 


gram, the state will pay 23 per 
cent, and Lee County will foot the 
remaining: 27 per cent or roughly 
$12,660. 


Five-Cent Levy 


The special five cent tax levy 


will provide funds for the construc- 
tion program. 
An additional $6.- 


000 will go into the county fund 
from fuel tax funds. The levy is 
no new tax. It was voted a year 
ago. 


The bridges will be built under 


the supervision of Fred Leake Jr., 
Lee County 
supenntendant 
of 


highways. 


The bridges In Hamilton town- 


ship will replace three inadequate 
structures. The first will be two 
miles west and five miles south 
of Harmon, 
the 
second, three- 


fourths of a mile north of the Bur- 
eau County line, and the third, one 
and one-fourth miles north of the 
Bureau, County line. 


The first of two bridges m Lee 


Center, township is located one- 
half mile east of the Shaw Sta- 
tion ar.d the 
second, 
one 
and 


three-fourths miles cast 
of the 


Shaw Station. 


The bridge in Harmon township 


is located 
two and

replaced is one-half mile east and 
one and one-half miles south of 
Ashton.

New Anti-Communist Law 


Upsets Timetable 


The eovcrnment had hoped to cook the Communist par- 


ty's goosl bv next spring. Now it has to light another fire. 
This delays "perhaps until 1956 a final decision on the fate 
°f ^ThlTmetable was upset late Monday by the United 
States Court of Appeals here when it ordered new arguments 
in the government's efforts to make the party register as a 


^ThVmakes it virtually impossible for the Supreme 
Court to get the case in time to give its opinion in 1J55. 


In 1950. Congress passed the Internal Security Act m a 


move to force the Communists to stop posing as an Ameri- 
can political party and admit they are Russian tools by reg- 
istering as such. 
If the party ever conceded by registration that it was a 


foreign agent, "it would forego any claim to roots m this 
country or to any sizable native support. 


So the party could be expected to fight that 1950 law 


to a finish. The law itself anticipated such a fight and pro- 
vided for it. This was the timetable: 
Sept 23, 1950—the Act, passed on that date, instructed 


the government to create the Subversive Activities Control 
Board. It was the creation of this board which set in mo- 
tion the machinery for all that followed. 


Nov. 22, 1950—J. Howard McGrath, then attorney 


general, asked the SACB to declare the party a Russian 
agent and order it to register 
The SACB could not do that 


without public hearings where the party could defend itself 


April 23, 1951—The SACB hearings opened. They last- 


ed until July 1. 1952-14 months and 8 days. Throughout 
that time government and party lawyers argued. The board 
heard 22 government witnesses, some of them ex-Commu- 
nists, and 3 witnesses for the party. There were almost 
three million words of testimony. 


April 20, 1953—The SACB. after reflecting on the 


testimony for 9 months and 19 days, issued a 218-page re- 
port in which it called the party a Moscow agent and ordered 
its registration.

The party asked the U. S. Court of Appeals to throw out 


this order. 


Last April the court >heard arguments from the govern- 


ment and party lawyers. It was expected to give its ver- 
dict this fall. No matter what the verdict the losing side 
—the government or the party— would appeal to the Su- 
preme Court for a final decision. 


But Congress put sand in the machinery. In the.rush 


before quitting this summer it passed another law affecting 
the Communist party drastically. It is a vague law, hastily 
thrown together. Government lawyers are still trying to 
figure out exactly what it means and how they can use it. 


Among other things, it says the Communist party shal 


be deprived of its rights, privileges and immunities.

The Communist party's lawyers went back into the 


Court of Appeals, which had heard their arguments last 
spring, and said something had been added—the new law 
on the party—and that this was just more reason for throw- 
ing out the 1950 law. 


Because of this new development, the Court of Appeals 


Monday said it would hear more arguments from the govern 
ment and the party starting Oct. 21, including arguments on 
the 1954 law. 


This means that, instead of giving its opinion as ex 


pected early this fall, the appeals court may not be able to 
hand down an opinion before the end of the year. That 
wouldn't leave the Supreme Court much time for a decision 
before June of 1955.

southwest divisions.

center. 


The Rockets of Rock Falls, coached by Brure McDonald, seem 


to be the team which will give the Trojans the most competition 
despite the fact the Rockets finished last in the division last season. 
Rock Falls, with a. very young team in 1953, lost only two letter- 


by graduation and one to the air force. There are 14 veterans 


back. 


Rochelle's Hubs, who finished second to Mendota in 1953, lists 


10 returning letter men. Coach Buck Correll and his charges 
should give the Trojans and Rockets a good run for their money. 


The Hubs sport an all-veteran baokfield headed by Bob Dctig 


and the line is anchored by co-captains Bob Donaldson, a guard, 
and Ron Hill, an end. 


Geneseo's Maple Leafs, who finished half way up the division 


ladder last season, have a new roach in John Nettleton and only 
five returning veterans.

SEVERAL CHANGES HAVE BEEN" MADE in the Illinois High 


School Association football rules this season. While none radically 
change the game, here are the interpretations to help you fans under- 
stand the game better. 


This year, the penalty for holding is 15 yards, whether it b« 


on defense or offense. Heretofore, the defensive holding penalty 
was only five yards. 


DEFENSIVE FOl.'LS DURING the try for extra point will be en- 


forced whether or not the try is successful. If the try is unsuccessful, 
the try is repeated. If the try is successful, the penalty will be en- 
forced on the succeeding kickoff. 


Unsportsmanlike conduct fouls on the last down of the first 


halt or between halfs, will be enforced by penalty at the start of 
the second half. 


CONFUSION HAS RESULTED on several ocassions when one or 


more player leaves the field than comes on and then that extra player 
lines-up on the sideline in what is known as a "sleeper'' or "hideout" 
play. The new ruling provides that if a player participates in tht 
huddle or if at any time between the time the ball is ready and the 
snap, he is 15 yards from the spot of the next snap, there is no vio- 
lation. In other words, if a player participates in the huddle, and then 
slinks off on the sleeper, it is the defensive team's task to keep an 
eye on him. He cannot lie down, however. 


Here is a classification of an often confused rule. On a punt, 


if the receiver touches but does not catch the ball and it rolls in- 
to the end zone, it shall be considered the receivers ball even 
though the kicking team recovers in the end zone. If the ball in 
recovered on the field of play, it is a frceball and the kicking 
team recovers, they take possession. 


However, if the receiver catches the ball and then drops It 


and it rolls into the end zone, it shall be a free ball and if the 
kicking team recovers, it is a touchdown. 


Hank Henry, who serves as our rule interpreter, also pointed out 


another often confusing play to fans who watch college and profession- 
al games on television. 


In high school, on pass interference, the penalty is 15 yards from 


the point where the ball is put into play. However, in college and 
pro footabll, the pass is considered complete at the point of inter- 
ference,
